Notwithſtanding theſe apparent Con- 


trarieties, the Multitude extremely de-

ferred. to other Hands.

action which tended fo effeQually to diſ- 
cloſe the true State of the Underſtanding 


and oratoric Powers of Miſpan, as his 


printed Publications. In theſe the Defi- 


cCiency of common Senſe and of the Suma- 


tran Language, was: manifeſt beyond all 
Be- 
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Belief till thoſe Exhibitions of them ap- 
peared. It was then obſerved, that tho 


Men of comprehenſive and juſt Ideas 
may be deficient in the Means of deliver- 


ing them with equal Excellence in Speech, 


from innate Diffidence, or ſome other 
Cauſe; yet, that he who conceives with 
Judgment and Perſpicuity, and who de- 
livers himſelf with Elocution, can meet 
with no Impediment, to. his laying them 
with equal Efficacy on Paper; and where- 
ever theſe are deficient in Writing, they 


can never have exiſted in Speech. He 
then, whoſe Publications will not bear 

the Teſt of ocular Examination, de- 
ſerves not the exalted Name of an Orator. 
It is the Want of Capacity i in his Hearers 
which beſtows him that: glorious Ap- 

pellation ; or Party Zeal for intereſted 5 
Views which Puffs him into F ame un- 


merited.

This Varniſh of oratoric e : 
bein 8 much worn away by the above 
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Incident, when he attended the Senate, he 
was heard with different Ears than here- 
tofore. His inept Declamations verified 
the Diſcovery which had been made from 
his Writings, and it was hardly credited 
| that his Parts were not decayed. He 
told the lower Houſe, that the Malaccan 
Provinces in Terra Auſtralis, which lie 
ten thouſand Miles from Judia, were con- 
quered in the Continent of that Empire. 
On another Occaſion he thanked his God, 
for being born in the fame Age with 
Creolati, a Magiſtrate of Achin, who, he 
faid, had a good Notion of Trade, a large 
"Eſtate in the Plantations, and a pretty 
Knowledge of Phyſic. A Man, whom 
none would chuſe to reſemble, none 
could eſteem, and few that would not 
avoid. Many were the ſtrange Declara- 
tions and Inconſiſtencies which he deli- 
vered, all which were now ſeen in their 
true Point of View, through that Avenue, 
which his printed Publications had open- 
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ed, of truly diſcerning the Value . his 
Faculties. 


War being declared with the Cochin- 


chineſe, the People became once more 
convinced of the Ruin which muſt at- 


tend the Prodigality of Expence in Sub- 


ſidies and Supplies, for the Support of 
Indian Nabobs; of the Errors i in conclud- 
ing Treaties with the King of Aſbom, 
and other continental Princes; and that 
no Contradiction might be wanting to the 
Abſurdity of thoſe Times, they ſtill la- 
mented his Retreat from the Poſt of ſole 
Miniſter, who had been the zealous Pro- 
moter of thoſe Extravagances. And tho' 
the Sumatran Arms ſucceeded in the 
Conqueſt of that Iſland in which they 
had failed by the Inſufficiency of Arma- 
ment that had been deſtined thereto by 
Miſpan, and againſt the Cochinchineſe alſo, 
they pronounced the Nation could no 
longer flouriſh unleſs he was recalled to

had agreed would prove its Perdition. 


Miſpan ſtripped of Command, and re- 
tired from the Adminiſtration, was the 
moſt miſerable of human Beings. That 
tyrannic Diſpoſition which he could no- w- 
no longer indulge in the Departments of 
his Office, was exuberantly poured on the 
unhappy Individuals of his Family. Still 
ſupreme in Imagination, though diveſted 
of all Means of exerting his ideal Supe- 
riority, he was continually / abſorbed in 
Viſions of his own Grandeur. He fre- 
quently ſtarted from this Dream, and ex-

alone undo my Projects,” 


In this daddeln he paſſed his 
tedious Days, leaping unconneRedly from 
Thought-to: Thought, ruſhing from one 
Extreme to another. Now enveloped in 
viſionary Reveries of Deſpotiſm ; then la- 
menting the Effects of that Inſolence 


which ſtripped him of the Reality of 


Power. One while ſequeſtered whole 
Months in Shades and Diſcontent; at 
another, hurrying to the Senate, and 


pouring forth that Inundation of Verba- 
lity which gave Relief to his deluged 


Soul; though he had conſented in the 
treating of Peace, that the Malaccans 
ſhould be reſtored to the Right of fiſhing 
on the Banks of Formoſa; and added Ad- 
vantages equal to thoſe they had loſt by 
Conqueſt, he proteſted he repented there- 


of, and that were he again in Power, he 


would never conſent thereto; but he had 
| ; ſo 
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ſo often changed Sentiments on all Sub- . 
jects, that not the leaſt Regard was paid 


to his Aſſeveration; and the only Infe- 
rence which was derived therefrom, con- 


ſiſted in a Perſuaſion, that he heſitated at 
no Tergiverſation, where his own Views 
could be promoted, or thoſe of his Op- 


ponents obſtructed. In this Manner, ab-

In his Receſs he was accompanied with 
this diſtindive 9 _ of all 
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the Demagogi, who had enj oyed Prefer- 


ment, he alone, to the Culpability of ex- 
travagantly laviſhing the Nation's Money, 
had added the Folly of waſting his own 


alſo. 


Hali was now SIO at the Head of 
the Adminiſtration, and his firſt Care was 


a Manifeſtation of his Reſolves to ſerve 
his Country, by ſelecting, according to 


his Sovereign's Commands, ſuch Men as 


were beſt adapted by Underſtanding and 
Integrity to the Diſcharge of the moſt 


important Duties of the State. As the 
Conſequence of the ſame Deſign in him, 


and previous to the Retreat of Miſpan, 
the Penſioner; Tnomerge, the Son of the 


illuſtrious Mahdnyw, had been made Se- 


cretary of State, who inherited his Father's 


Virtues. 'Doowhſad was preferred to be 


| Chancellor of the Exchequer, of untaint- 


ed Probity and comprehenſive Faculties. £ 


 Ellronerg was placed at the Head of ma- 


rine 
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1 Affairs, who deſpiſing the EMorence 
of Words, thought with Preciſion, and 
delivered himſelf with Perſpicuity. And 
laſtly, Xafillah, the Darling of two 
Nations, who in every Department 
to which he had been appointed, had 
proved the Adaptation of his Talents 
to the Diſcharge of great Affairs. He 
had governed the Tavans as Viceroy, 
with that happy Union of Underſtand- 
ing and Temper, which can alone ren- 
der Men proper. for ſo elevated a Sta- 
tion. In the former diſtinctive, juſt, 
and extenſive; in the latter, human e, com- 
placent, and firm. Theſe Qualifications 
he devoted to his Sovereign's Glory and 

his Subjects Happineſs. Beloved and ho- 

noured by his Prince, adored and confided - 
in by thoſe he ruled, he left the latter 
8 filled with Gratitude, for his Adminiſtra- 
tion, with Tears of Applauſe imploring 5 
his Return to give a perfect Permanency 
and Completion to the Bleſſings he had 
begun; and he was received by his royal 
| Maſter 
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Maſter with Ggnal Approbation, im- 


— 


proved by the Conſciouſneſs of having 
| deſerved it by Acts of Virtue. - This 


conſpicuous Man, whoſe Actions had 


evinced that he was incapable of pecu- 


niary Influence, was made erm of 
State. | | 


Theſe were the firſt Acts of Hali's 


Miniſtry, ſuch as the Sumatrans had long 5 
panted after; and yet, ſuch was their 


Capricious Verſatility which they now ca- 
lumniated. Even Rhedi, ' whoſe Power 
in the Adminiſtration they had long exe- 


crated, whoſe Diſmiſſion therefrom, when 


Miſpam aſſumed the miniſterial Authority, 
they beheld with Joy unſpeakable, and 
whoſe Return thereto was univerſally. con- 
demned ; even that Rhedi was now be- 
come the Object of their Lamentation for 


that very Removal which they had ſo ar- 


dently.defired. They applauded his Retire- 


ment without accepting a Penſion, which 


probably was never offered. T. hey com- 
mended 
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mended his Attachment to the royal Fa- 
mily, though they had conſtantly decried 
the Means by which he manifeſted it. And 
they extolled him to the celeſtial Manſions - 
for having added' the Profuſion of his pri- 
vate Fortune, in order to accompliſh 
thoſe reprehenſible Ends for which he 
had laviſhed the national Treaſure, and 
againſt which they had conſtantly inveigh- 

ed. Such was the futile Inconſiſtency of 
the Sumatrans, who eternally roaring for 
the Return of Liberty, and the Reſtora- 
tion of the Conſtitution, were at the ſame 
Time exerting their utmoſt Endeavours 
to preclude thoſe Bleſſmgs. 
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The Ifland of Sumatra had anciently 
_ conſiſted of two Kingdoms governed by 
diſtin& Sovereigns. By the various Events 
of Time both Crowns had devolved on 
the Head of the ſame Sovereign; and 
the Dominions thereof- were united. into 
one Realm. During their divided State 
almoſt inceſſant Hoſtilities had created 
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the moſt inveterate Animoſities between 


the different Subjects: And theſe ſub- 


ſiſted in too many of the Northern Sz- 


matrans long after all national Diſtinction 


ought to have ſubſided in the Union and | 
Identity of the States. It was a Com- 


plaint too juſtly founded againſt them, that 
whilſt they concealed their partial Preju- | 
dice and pretended to diſavow all Di- 
ſtinction of Inhabitants, when their In- 
tereſt induced them thereto ; yet, that 


they {till preſerved an indefenſible Na- 
tionality, wherever it was capable of be- 
ing ſecurely manifeſted; and aſſumed a 


Superiority over the Southern Natives, to 


which they were not entitled by their 
Excellence in Science, Arts, Arms, or 
Literature. 


Hall, void of, and Enemy to, this cul- 


pable Partiality, was a Native of the 


northern Territories. On this Circum- 
ſtance his Fellow Countrymen too gene- 
a founded their Expectations of Pre- 

ferment, 
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| ferment, and their Attachment to their 


Birth-place, broke forth with - leſs Re- 
ſtraint amongſt the leaſt diſcerning of 
them, than was decent in itſelf, or agree- 
able to the Miniſter; and a Kind of 
Exultation on this Event was imprudently 
manifeſted in their Converſations and 
Behaviour. This Nationality of the nor- 
thern Sumatrans, the Demagogi unj uſtly 
attributed to Hali; and planted thereon 
that Artillery, which they were deter- 
mined inceſſantly to diſcharge againſt the 
Miniſter till he was driven from that Poſt 
to which he had been appointed by his 
Majeſty. In order to accompliſh this 
unjuſtifiable Deſign, every Endeavour, by 
printed Invective and by illiberal Dif- 
courſe, was exerted, not only againſt the 
Miniſter, but even their Sovereign, and 


that Princeſs who gave him to the World, 


and to bleſs Sumatra. 


To Perſons of Diſcernment this Me- 


thod was the moſt irrational and oppro- 
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brious ; but the ſcanty Numbers of ſuch 


Men afforded but ſmall Reſiſtance againſt 
the impetuous Torrent of popular Abuſe, 
even though it was publickly known that 


thoſe who wrote and propagated theſe 
Slanders diſgraced their pretended Pa- 


triotiſm by the moſt flagrant Acts of Ir- 


religion and Immorality. This ill-found- 


ed Cry againſt national Attachment in the 


Miniſter, was cheriſhed by the diſcontent- 
ed Friends of Miſpan and Rhedi, and the 


Demagogi in general foſtered the Propaga- =, 
tion. It was aſſerted, that all Poſts, civil 


and military, were now to be engrofled 


by the northern Natives, and that the 
' ſouthern would be doomed alone to la- 


bour and raiſe Taxes for enriching the 
former. By theſe Means the Populace 
were ſeized with the contagious Spirit of 
Miſrepreſentation and Calumny, and re- 
kindled into Averſion from the northern 
Inhabitants. The true Baſis of this Ma- 
levolence in theſe Demagogian Malecon- 
tents, was not founded on Affection for 
3 their

* 
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their Country's Welfare, but on thoſe 
ancient and eternal Principles of Self-In- 
tereſt which had actuated all their Con- 
duct; they trembled leſt Hal; and his ho- 
nourable Aſſociates ſhould introduce the 
fame. Oeconomy into the State which had 
been accompliſhed in the Houſhold. They 
knew that they ſhould thereby be reſcinded 
from their ancient Practice of enriching 
themſelves by the Pillage and Oppreſſion of 
their Fellow: Subjects; and that the Dig- 
nity of the Crown would be reſtored to 
that due Import which it ought to poſſeſs 
in the Nature of the Conſtitution, and 

for the univerſal Felicity. Theſe were 
the real Cauſes which excited -their Ma- 
levolence to inflanmatory Falſehood and 
ſeditious Calumny. With this View they 
rouzed the ſleeping Reſentment of the 
ſouthern Sumatrans againſt the northern, 
that neither the Virtues of the King, nor 


of his Adminiſtration might be enabled 


to reſiſt the Violence of Clamour, nor 
: deprive them of that Indulgence which 
2 - they 
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they had too long enjoyed, of abuſing 
Power, and raiſing immenſe Fortunes on 
the Nation's Spoils. Had they believed 
that Hali would prove the Miniſter which 
: they aſſerted, he had been left to the Events 
of his own Miſconduct; and they had wait- 
ed his Diſmiſſion with ſecret and plenary 
Satisfaction : but as all their Hopes lay in 
ſupplanting him, before the Roots of a 
juſt Adminiſtration had ſhot too deeply 
Into the People's Hearts to ſuffer him to 
be overthrown by the rudeſt Storm of 
Diſcontent and Tumult, no Means were 
left unemployed to effectuate that Pur- 
poſe. 3 


 Amurath, like the Sun, ſteady and ſe- 

rene, ſhone through thoſe Clouds which 
intervened, in vain, to hide his Luſtre. 
The Lamentation of the Magiſtracy of 
Acbin, on the Reſignation of Mifþan, be- 
_ cauſe he was not indulged with ruling his 
King, his Council and his Subjects, had con- 
| vinced his Majeſty, that the Seeds of thoſe 

IE: ot re- 
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Republican Principles which formerly 
ſprung into Rebellion, were ſtill too pre- 
valent in the Boſoms of the Demagogi. 
Prompt by Succeſs, and inſolent in ima- 
ginary Wealth, the King foreſaw, that 
Indulgences in unreaſonable Requeſts. | 
would encreaſe the Arrogance of their 
Demands.

During the Continuation ' of War the 


uſual Succeſſes attended the Arms of Amu- 


rath, and the fulleſt Demonſtration was 


given that Victory in a more elevated De- 


oree attended the Meaſures of the pre- 


ſent than thoſe of the paſt Adminiſtration :

neither leſſened the Underſtanding of the

preſſion. They taſted the Return of Hap- 
pineſs in the paternal Care of Amurath, 
with too exquiſite Senſibility to liſten to 
the lying Lips of thoſe whoſe whole 


Conduct had proved them ſollicitous only 


of reducing their Fellow- Subjects to their 
former Afflictions. The whole Effect of 
this inſolent Clamour concluded in an im- 
3 Perſuaſion of the ineffaceable 
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redoubled Acclamations of Praiſe, - and 
Manifeſtations of Gratitude to their King; ä 
Who, in Pity to their Woes, had gra- 
ciouſly relieved them from the Cauſe 
thereof, and expanded  Bleflings like 
the Sun-Beams, giving Life and Vigour 
to the whole Creation. The new Code 
being complete, received the Approba- 
tion of the Senate, and the Soul of Amu- 
rath rejoiced beyond Expreſſion, when

ite was now. the. nd Fal hoods 
aſſerted by the Demagogi were too vi- 
fible to be longer concealed. It appear- 
ed that inſtead of infringing the plebeian 
Part of the Tribunals, that favourite Ob- 
je& of the Legiflature was improved, and 
rendered more beneficial to the Subjects;

was no more permitted to mal- treat the

For Amurath held it opprobrious that
